FAILED PASS

Washington, D. C., Jan. 14.—[{Spe- 
cial.]—Officials of the civil service com- 
mission today made public the list of 
questions which proved so baffling to 
Uncle Sam’s prohibition agents, in- 
vestigators, and inspector that 1,500 
of the 2,000 taking the examination 
‘fell hopelessly by the wayside. 

The commission made the list public 
to prove their contention that the 
questions. were not “too difficult,” as 
alleged by prohibition authorities, and 
that the failure of the agents to pass 
was due to their unfitness rather than 
to the inability of the civil service 
authorities to prepare adequate prac- 
tical examinations. | 

Officials of the commission refused 
today to state whether they will grant 
the request of Prohibition Commis- 
sioner Doran that the agents who 
failed in the first examination be 
given a new and more practical ex- 
amination. Prohibition officials’ as- 
serted today that telegraphed reports 
from various parts of the country 
indicate a virtual of the 
service within the next few weeks 
unless the commission relents and 
prepares an «dkamination which the 
prohibition personnel can pass. 


60 Per Cent Passing Grade. 

The problems which “stumped” 
many of the prohibition agents ranged 
from such queries a to why private: 
citizens are of little use in aiding 
prohibition agents, to what agents 
should do if they found that a fellow 
agent was crooked. Officials refused 
to give out the correct answers to 
questions but in view of the fact that 
75 per cent of the applicants failed 
to answer 60 per cent of them right 
it appears that all the questions proved 
puzzlers to the nation’s present dry 
force. 

The tests disclosed today were “ ac- 
tual questions and problems” put to 
the agents on the first day of the 
examinations held several weeks ago. 
The questions given on the following 
days were similar in character. The 
first two sheets of the examination 
contained three “ practical questions ”’ 
which the agents were allowed two 
hours to answer. The third sheet 
contained forty questions which had

At the time appointed 
for resumption of negotiations, Polis 
meets you and Roe and informs you 
that he has been told, but is some- 
what inclined to disbelieve, that the 
two of you are planning to trap him.

TEMPERANCE AND 


PROHIBITION. 

London Punch began the new year by dropping 
liquor advertisements from its columns. Punch 
is the social commentator for the nicest caste in 
England, for the nearly perfect type of English- 
man of the high tradition who wins with a 
deprecatory shrug and dies with a‘smile. We doubt 
that he quite exists, but tradition is the better for 
having him. He is not dry. One cannot com 
ceive of him being dry or, if he happened to be 
an abstainer, ever dreaming of suggesting that any 
one else should be. Nevertheless Punch drops the 
provocative liquor advertisements. 

THe TRIBUNE adopted the same policy years ago 

‘when national frohibition was the least plausible 
prospect in legislation and when the Anti-Saloon 
league, which THe TRIBUNE was supporting, had 
as its chief ambition in Illinois legislation which 
would enable the people by counties to decide 
whether they would’ have saloons or not. The 
liquor traffic was regarded in this office as some- 
thing which, in good public policy, did not require 
stimulation and should not have it in these 
columns. If men would drink that was their busi- 
ness unless their habits resulted in injuries to. 
others. For thatesituation Dlinois had a good set 
of laws, intended to restrain the drunkard and 
to protect his family and the community. 
If those laws had been enforced nothing more 
would have been mecessary. Temperance and 
abstinence were being preached. constantly and a 
heavy drinker, even if otherwise reputable, had 
an uncertain place in society and even felt the re 
proach of most of his friends. In a civilization in 
which the adult is supposed to be mature, reason- 
ing, and intelligent, it was a much more whole- 
some éondition than now prevails. The good laws 
were not enforced or were not well enforced, nor 
is prohibition now, and it, denying that people are 
mature, reasoning, and intelligent, has produced 
its own great and peculiar evils. 

We revert to this older period to recall that 
when the object was to attack the abuses of the 
liquor traffic, the vices of the saloon, and the evils 
of intemperance, when the effort was consistent 
with other and larger principles of American gov- 
ernment and of individual rights and responsibil- 
ities, the wet TRIBUNE was dry. In this respect 
the wet TRIBUNE is dry now.

THE DOLLAR GOES ABROAD, 
(New York World.] 

According to tentative estimates of the department 
of commerce, the foreign loans floated in the United 
States during 1927 reached the record total of $1,- 
574,960,000. Only the loans publicly offered are in- 
cluded in this tabulation, but it also contains a cer- 
tain amount of refunding issues which do not repre- 
sent new advances of capital. With these issues de- 
ducted, the net amount of new public offerings of 
foreign securities during the year was $1,376,592,000. 

this does not tell quite the whole story. Dr. Max 
Winkler, a close student of the foreign credit situa- 
tion, estimates that the net public offerings, along 
with private loans, acquisitions of foreign properties 
not involving the sale of securities and extensions 
of credit running for a year or more, reached a grand 
total last year of at least $2,000,000,000. Dr. Winkler 
estimates the total value of American investments in 
foreign countries at $14,500,000,000. The department 
of commerce puts the figure at $13,000,000,000. Either 
sum is sufficiently impressive, and there is no indica- 
tion as yet of any diminution of the outward flow of 
American capital. In the last quarter of 1927 the 
public fotations of foreign issues were 23 per cent 
greater than in the corresponding period of 1926. 

It seems reasonable, therefore, to expect further ex- 
pansion during the ing year, Obviously, as the 
quantity of flotations increases the need of rigid 
scrutiny of their quality becomes eonstantly more 
important. During the past year there were occa- 
sions when the attractive interest rates or the large 
underwriting profits incident to foreign issues tended 
to outweigh considerations of the investment quality 
of the security. It is clearly incumbent upon bankers 
and others who influence the investment market to

CATHOLIC CHARITIES. “I once heard an old 
thilosopher gay to his boy: ‘Son, the only things 
a dead man holds in his hands are the things he 
has given away.’ No truer word was éver spoken, 
and no wiser counsel could possibly be given to 
the faithful of Chicago, now that they stand at 
the start of their campaign for the suppoft of 
their many charities. Many who hear or read 
these words will have passed into the hereafter 
before another twelvemonth will have ended. It 
may be the bishop who writes them, the priest 
who reads them, or the youth who listens to them;

be ‘the things they have given away.’ The sac- 
tifices we have brought, the services we have ren- 
dered, the blessings we have shared, the money 
we have given to Christ, to His cause, to the

from the altar and the pulpit, the deeper and 
more lasting are these engraved on their hearts 
and the more vividly do they rise before their con- 
eciences. | 
“In the present disturbed condition In which 
the civilized world is plunged there are offered to 
us cures and nostrums and untried theories of 
every kind. How simple is the real remedy!, If 
the commandments of God as taught by Christ 
and interpreted by His church were observed by 
rulers and their subjects, how complete and how 
salutary would be the change! Again would 
sanity and moderation return and peace and tran- 
guillity reign everywhere in the world. For who 
can deny that it is the violation of God’s com- 
mandments, the lust of possession of lands and 
territories of others, that has created the vast 
standing armies; that the stealing away of an- 
cther’s life or property has built up the strong 
prison walls; that the spirit of hate and strife and 
discord crowds our courtrooms with disputants 
and their litigations?”

DIVINE REVELATION. “It is indeed neces- 
sary that we dwell repeatedly on divine revela- 
tion, for revelgtion is the very keystone of the 
arch; on it rests the entire structure of our faith; 
without it the whole structure crumbles. We may 
know that there is a God from the creatures about 
us, but we can learn but little further of Him 
from that same source. And if we cannot know 


serve Him unless He tells us how, what He wants 
us to do in order to please Him. And He alone 
can reveal these things; so that revelation is neces- 
sary if we look forward to happiness hereafter. 
Otherwise we sink to the very level of the brute 
creation and all would be over after a few years 
here below. In like manner, if God revealed His 
truths and laws, these must remain unchanged, 
not become the playthings of men or vary with 
different races or changing times or differerit 
climes.

“Professing Christians are willing indeed to 
sccept a Christ, the healer, or the multiplier of 
the loaves and fishes, but are not so to. 
listen to Christ the lawgiver. A revealed religion 
is repugnant to the masses because-it entails self- 
cenial here, a strict accounting at the end, and 
eternal retribution in an after life. And yet, for 
the general well being of the community in which 
we live, not to speak of eternal-salvation of the. 
individual, we ought to dwell often on the subject 
of a revealed religion. A prominent lawyer re- 
cently said: ‘You cannot expect to raise a boy 
properly unless you teach him that there is a hell, 
and that unless he watches himself very carefully 
he is sure to land in it.’ We have had quite a 
few samples of juvenile viciousness in this city 
recently where boys and girls had neither the 
instruction nor the restraint of real religion to 
hold them.

The Roumanian and his family were 
largely responsible for the position and 
security of Roumania, just as Washing- 
ton played his part in the same phases 
of American life.

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Mellon Warns Excessive Tax 
Cut Will Damage Business 


New York, Jan. 14.—[Special.]—Sec- 
retary Mellon, addressing the Wom- 
en’s National] Republican club here this 
afternoon, declared that if congress 
reduced taxes beyond the treasury rec- 
ommendation a detrimental effect on 
business would be probable. 

The treasury schedule, already be- 
fore the house of representatives, advo- 
cates a tax reduction of $225,000,000. 
If this figure is exceeded, the secre- 
tary said, higher rates might have to 
be voted in order to meet government 


expenses. 

“It might be good business to lower 
taxes,” Mr, Melion continued, “ but it 
most assuredly would not help mat- 
ters to raise them.

engineer of Bronxville, N. Y., and 11. 
A. Bellows,. director of radio station. 
WCCO at Minneapolis. Although lacx.

JACKSON FACES 
TRIAL ON FEB. 7 


IN BRIBERY PLOT 


Indianapolis, Ind., Jan. 14.—[U. P.]

Matteo Ambrosini, 42 years old, an 
Italian subject, will be tried in his 
own country for a murder committed 
in Chicago more than three years ago, 
it was announced yesterday by Assist-; 
ant State’s Attorney Joseph A. Nico- 
lai as he made preparations to sail 
for Genoa on Jan. 28. 7 

Since Sept. 20, 1924, Ambrosini, who 
jis charged with the murder of Mrs. 
Francesca Greco, 40, 1109 Vernon Park 
place, had not been heard from. Pros- 
ecutor Nicolai, at the behest of the 


_} relatives of the dead woman, had kept 


up the hunt for him, now and then 
sending a cable to the Italian authori- 


ed on Dec. 28, 1927, when Ambrosini 

landed in his native country. He was 

arrested the following day. 
Law Prohibits Extradition. 

Under the Italian law one of its sub- 
jects cannot be extradited to another 
country for trial. The man can, how- 
ever, be tried in Italy upter its laws 
for the crime. 

Documentary evidence is admissible 
against ‘one charged with crime in 
another country. Prosecutor Nicolai 
with the assistance of A. Ferme, act- 
ing Italian consul general, has taken 
depositions of all the state witnesses, 
which have been translated into Italian 
for use in the trial. He also will take 
with him the cap which the slayer 
dropped as he shot his victim in front 
of 710 South Aberdeen street. 
“They have no capital 
in Italy,” said Prosecutor Nicolai. 
“ 'Fhey have a life sentence with hard 
labor in the mines and it is that pen- 
alty which I will ask, for Ambrosini. 

Follow Different Procedure. 

“The procedure is different thas 
in our country. In Italy the prose- 
cutor makes the formal charge and 
presents his evidence and then it is 
up to the defendant to prove his in- 
nocence. I feel confident that we will 
obtain a conviction without any diffi- 
culty.’’ 

Ambrosini is said to have shot Mrs. 
Greco because she served him with a 
five day notice-to vacate a building 
she owned. She wanted the apart- 
ment for a daughter who was about to 
be married. The defendant desertei 
his wife and four children when he 
fled.

Thrill? Try 
‘Tiger of Sea’ 


BY BOB BECKER. 

There are land tigers noted for their 
killing prowess, and middie western 
gportsamen know of the fresh water 
* tigers,” as the fame of the ‘fighting 
muskellonge is widespread. But one 
of the most interestite “tigers” is 
the barracuda, the salt water fish 
which has received the name of “ tiger 
of the sea.” 

At this time of the year, when 
thousands of northern anglers are on 
their way south to unlimber ‘their 
tackle against salt water game fgh, 
the savage barracuda is slated for 
more than ordinary attention.

EW YORK, Jan. 14.—[Special.] 
—The legions of the American 
automobile makers, whose ini- 
tial display of brilliant wares 
at Grand Central Palace marked the 
beginning of another new era in car 
values and operation in this tountry 


and a definite indication of keen busi- 


ness competition for 1928, began to 
tear down the exhibitions today, pre 
paratory to moving them on to the 
Chicago show, which opens at the 
Coliseum on Jan. 28. 

The net disclosures at the eastern 
exhibition and gathering of the clans 
of motordom appear to lend credibility 
to the predictions that 1928 will be 
a year of overwhelming production 
and spirited sales. The readjustment 
of prices to the consumer, it would 
peem, has been made. Little further 
in this direction is looked for, for 
the present. 


In the eyes of those who have ob 


-@erved the tendencies of the automo- 


tive trade for years, the dominant 
feature of the automobile production 
for this year is the lining up for an 
intensive competitive combat of Chev- 
rolet, Ford, and the Willys-Overiand 
Whippet division, with Chevrolet 
girded for action that will maintain 
its 1927 supremacy in the light car 
field. This triangle, as seen now in 
position for action, promises interest- 
ing developments for the ultimate 
consumers of the light car classifica- 
tion. Chevrolet chieftains perceive vic- 
tory in the contest with Ford and ask 
only that the battle be started. No 
indication is held out that there will 
be a further cost reduction. In fact, 
there are surface symptoms of a com- 
plete stabilization of price as mat- 
ters now stand, though minor manu- 
facturing improvements may yet be 
announced. 
In the upper brackets there appears 
mo ground for dispute as to the ad- 
Vance in car values in all standard 
manufacture. Even the trade received 
@ thrill at the showing of Essex, Dodge, 


. Oakland, Pontiac and smaller Chry- 


slers, while in the range of Graham- 
Paige, Oldsmobile, Auburn, Hupp- 
mobile, Studebaker and others of the 
Straight eight all former efforts of 


. Makers seem to have been greatly 


overshadowed. In fact all leading 
makes of cars are offering excessive 
inducements. 

By the time the Chicago show is 
under way the trade will have achieved 
its stride, in the opinion of most lead- 
ers, and the automotive business of 
the country will have settled down to 


the hard and serious labor of turning 


out cars and selling them. 

The proposed addition of sorrewhere 
tm the neighborhood of five millions 
of new cars this year has brought to 
the serious attention of manufacturers 
the growing problem of provision of 
sufficient highway facilities to bear 
the burden of this and other future 
increases in the volume of motor 
traffic. 

Leaders in the industry are quite 
frank in their views concerning the 
lack of a proper balance between the 
increase of cars and the increase of 
highway facilities. They point out that 
the production of cars and the pro- 
duction of highways to accommodate 
the cars, do not coincide this moment 
and present few indications of coin- 
ciding, excepting in certain localities. 
Stress is laid on the necessity for 
the scientific treatment of the high- 
way situation on a basis that includes 
future car production. 


Much interest was expressed by men 
high in the councils of the giants of 
the automotive industry in the pro- 
posed Avondale highway project at 
Chicago. It was pointed out that 
gpeedways have been built in other 
localities with results that have been 
highly favorable, but that the Chi- 
@ago project is one not only emi- 
mently progressive in the treatment 
ef the rapid transit and safety fea- 
tures of motordom, but also of out- 
standing importance to the whole of 
the great metropolitan area, an ex- 
tensive suburban area, and a wide 
country area in the Chicago district. 
If the financing and building of the 
Avondale project is done with facil- 
ity and no obstacles of importance 
‘are encountered, the development of 
ether similar arteries, not only in Chi- 
cago, but in other large centers of 
traffic congestion through the coun- 
try, is practically assured.

The 
cost of o ting the 699,000 motor 
vehicles registered in 1926 is estimated 
at $314,608,000, while the value of the 
four principal crops that year was 
$313,367,000. 

As a means of reducing the trans- 
portation bill, the commission advo- 
cates paving all the main highways 
and graveling roads with light traffic. 
To prove this claim, figures are quoted 
showing the saving on the three prin- 
cipal items, new cars, gasoline and 
tires, between dirt, gravel and paved 
roads. 


I: TAKES Iowa’s entire corn, oats, 


| lowa spends $120,000,000 annually 
for new automobiles, it is stated. The 
average life of a motor vehicle on dirt 
roads is given as five years, on gravel 
six years, and on pavement seven 
years. 

The annual bill for gasoline in the 
Hawkeye state is estimated at $50,000,- 
000. Most of it is used in propelling 
vehicles on dirt roads, and tests made 
by the Iowa agricultural college show 
that a gallon of gas will carry the 
average car fourteen miles on a dirt 
road, twenty-one miles on a gravel 
road, and thirty-one miles on pave- 
ment. 

The annual expenditure for tires is 
figured at $30,000,000. The annual! cost 
of tires for an average motor vehicle 
is figured at $31.65 on concrete pave- 
ment, $63 on gravel, and $158.25 on 
average macadam. 


Apparently the pecple of Iowa have 
come to the conclusion that the cost 
of riding on dirt is too high, for fifty- 
three counties have to date voted to 
authorize a total of $60,085,650 in high- 
way bonds. From Jan. 1 to Aug. 31 
200 miles of paving had been complet- 
ed, and considerable more will be fin- 
ished before freezing weather comes. 
Contracts for 186 miles of paving were 
let during July, August, and Septem- 
ber. More contracts will be let later,

Detroit, Mich., Jan. 14.—The tug-of- 
war contest, with every manufacturer 
participating in an effort to pull a 
record amount of business into his 
individual plant, is now in full swing. 
Thezeautomobile industry has done its 
part, and it is now up to the buying 
public to contribute toward making 
1928 the banner year of all time. 

For many months the _ industry 
looked forwatd to the opening of the 
National Automobile show in New 
York as the time the big drive would 
get its real start, and that classic 
event, which was successfully staged 
this week, found everything in readi- 
ness. 

It was hard to believe that so much 
that is new in the automobile world 
could be offered at one time, but after 
a@ quarter of a century or more of 
show history along came the biggest 
thrill after the motor wise public 
was beginning to concede that all pos- 
sfble new kinks have been worked 
into the annual showa 


Leading manufacturers concluded 
months ago that in order to compete 


successfully with producers in the 
various class fields they would be com- 
pelled to show new models, and to 
what extent they have gone is well 
illustrated by show exhibits. Those 
familiar with the general appearance 
of every make of car were compelled 
to look at the nameplates before cars 
could be identified. 

Among the new offerings this year 
are the Graham-Paige line [formerly 
the Detroit-Page], the new Hupp Cen- 
tury Eight, the new Dodge Victory 
Six, Durant models, the latest 


quality increases and the prices de- 
crease, 

Generally speaking, buyers will get 
smaller cars in the higher priced field 
and larger ones in the low price lines, 
while bodies are more roomy, with 
added comfort, than ever before. 

~o- 

Another entry in the low priced 
class is W. C. Durant with his new 
Star models. Improvements include a 
longer wheel base and entirely new 
body lines. There are four models—a 


roadster, coupe, two door sedan, and/| 


four door sedan. The price range is 
between $495 and $570, which places 
the line in direct competition with 
other manufacturers of 
cars, including Ford, Chevrolet, and 
the Whippet. Durant announces his 


Star plant has a capacity of 600,000/ 


cars in 1928. 

The new line of Star cars commem- 
orates Mr. Durant’s twenty-fifth year 
in the automobile industry. In the 
last quarter of a century Durant cre- 
ated General Motors, Buick, and Chev- 
rolet, and has continuously been a rec- 
ognized leader in the industry. 

The Ford plant is still on a low pro- 
duction basis, with a daily output of 
approximately 200 cars, but a promise 
is held out that this figure will be 
rapidly increased from now von, al- 
though the high point will probably 
not be reached before next September.

ACK of wide paved roads and 
of continuous routes on the roads 
that are now paved at 18 and 
20 foot widths has begun to 
worry the highway authorities of Wis- 

consin. Although the state was one of 

the pioneers in the hard surface im- 
provement of road systems, it now is 

revealed that the concrete roads were 

constructed more for the purpose of 
serving local communities than for cre- 
ating a system: of transportation for 
motor vehicles. 
Outside the cities and villages no 
pavement of more than so-called stand- 
ard width exists in Wisconsin’s road 
system.

His First Visit to Chicago.

“Ravel at 52 is to make his first visit to America. No

On Crime 


By H. L. Mencken. 
NLY a glance at such a book as “The Elements of 
Crime,” by Boris Brasol, lately issued by the Oxford 
University Prees, is needed to convince any rational 
man that the science of criminology, romantically so 


called, is bankrupt. The volume has a formidably sicentific 


air, there are impressive instructions by high legal and 


| medical authorities, and the author is obviously a serious 


student of the subject he discusses, but when he comes to 
formulate “the real causes of criminality” (his own italics) 
the best he can offer is the theory that they are “ those funda- 
mental destructive changes which take place in the compo- 
sition of society itself, assuming the form of dangerous gan- 


‘grenous processes and threatening the very existence of the 


social order.” in other words, crime is caused by erime. 

Nor is there anything more satisfying in the works of the 
experts who offer simpler explanations. On one hand stand 
the sentimentalists who argue that poverty is the mother of 
it all—and straightway collide with the innumerable hosts 
of the honest and virtuous poor. On the other hand stand 
the pseudo-scientists who argue that all criminals are some- 


how crazy, or, at all events, subnormal—and only succeed } 


in provin ge that they are not. The gentlemen of the latter 
faculty stem from Lombroso, the Italian criminologist, and 
they have had a lot of support of late from the advocates 
of mental tests. But the more widely those mental tests are 
applied, the more obvious it becomes that the average crim- 
inal is not only as quick of wit as the average noncriminal, 
but a great deal more so. 

All such investigations, indeed, tend to reduce criminol- 
ogy to an absurdity. It becomes a science that makes hash 
of its principal postulate—to wit, that there is such a thing 
as a definite criminal type. Apparently there is no such 
thing. kinds of fools, under certain conditions, are 
likely to resort to crime, but the.very same fools, under con- 
ditions only slightly different, may well become honest Elks, or 
even Kiwanians. The distance separating Henry Judd Gray 
from a pious Gideon, until the moment he met the Snyder 
siren, was not greater than the difference separating tweedle- 
* | 

Thus it is immensely difficult, if not downright im possible, 
to segregate the potential criminals from the rest of us in 
advance of their crimes, and in consequence all schemes of 
prevention are full of folly. Even crime itself is no certain 
gauge of criminality. When a boy of 12 steals fifty cents 
there is in the fact no indication that he is likely to steal $50. 
later on, for all of us in youth have stolen fifty cents. Nor 
is the fact that a man is in prison any proof that he is.a 
criminal, either actually or potentially. He may be there by 
accident, or on false testimony, or simply because the law is 
an ass. How many bootleggers are really criminals, in any 
rational sense? Probably not ten per cent. Yet every jail 
in the land is crowded with them. | 


The impulse to commit crime, indeed, may be a perfectly | 


natural and even laudable thing. It may be proof, not. of 
degradation, but of a sensitive dignity. It is perfectly normal 


and decent ‘to want to strike batk at those who have invaded * 


our rights, however lawfully, and it is perfectly normal] and 
decent to try to evade an oppressive and dishonest law. The 
American people, in unnumbered thousands, have violated 
the Volstead act, and they will continue to do so until it is 
removed from the books. The Anti-Saloon theory that 


nonsense. Many of them, I believe, are moved, at least in 
part, by a motive that almost amounts to patriotism: they are 
trying to rid their country of a shame and disgrace. | 
Even murder may be logically defended—as the celebrated 
Methodist Board of Temperance, Prohibition and Public 
Morais has shown. It is not always a crime, even by law. 
In fact, it is a crime but little more often than it is not a 
crime. If every murderer guilty under the law were con- 
victed and hanged, as alarmists constantly demand, hundreds 
and thousands of homicides would still go unpunished. 
- 
It is in this department of punishment that criminology 

is most quackish and ineffective. Its practitioners constantly . 
vacillate between excessive leniency and excessive harshness. 
On various pleas, some of them humane and some of them 
alleged to be scientific, they have got rid of all the old physi- 
cal punishments save that of death, and even it seems likely 
to be abandoned very soon. But, on the other hand, by mak- 
ing prisons more secure and the discipline within them more 
strict, they have increased rather than ameliorated the bur- 


‘dens of imprisonment, and so more than half of their patients, 


coming in to be cured, go out incurable. ‘ 

peace and security: Moreover, there is in the 
normal human mind which demands that they be punished, 
even when there is no likelihood that they will offend again. 
But certainly it shows a great poverty of tmagination when 
all such men, regardless of the nature of their crimes or the 
chances of their committing more crimes, are herded into. 
steel cages, and there kept for years like wild beasts in a zoo. 
As a means of punishing them it is inordinately cruel; as a 
means of reforming them it is stupid and useless. 

The eighteenth century, which has come to be regarded 
as very harsh in this department, had simpler and far more 
humane devices. It punished many petty criminals by flog- 
ging them—a painful and humiliating but by no means brutal 
scheme. It punished others by exiling them to what was then 
the wilderness. Some of the latter, continuing as criminals, 
quickly succumbed to the harsh justice that the wilderness 
has on tap. Others, returning instantly to normalcy, 
good citizens, indistinguishable from the rest of the h 
race, and some even became heroes. The United States was 
largely peopled by such exiles. Their descendants, in many 
cases, are rich and haughty today. 

But we do not send criminals to the Philippines now, nor 


| even to Alaska, Delaware and Nevada. It would be, I dare- 


say, too unscientific. The plan currently in favor is to lock 
them in steel cages for a while, and then let them out on some 
pretext or other, and invite them to resume their crimes. 
Whenever, by some archaic provision of local law, a rogue is 
flogged there is a sentimental uproar from end to end of 
the land.“ If it were proposed to punish and dissuade pick- 
pockets by. cutting off their index fingers, or hi-jackers by 


removing their right hands, the heavens would be cracked By | 


the ensuing yells. 
Yet it must be plain that cutting off the index fingers of 


pickpockets would be far more efficacious than the present 
method of punishing them, and, what is more, far more 
h A pickpocket is not cured of his art by sending him 
There is, I believe, no record 
in police annals of a pickpocket who ever reformed. They 
all return to work the moment they get out of jail. If their 
fingers were chopped off they could net do so. But they would 
be quite free to practice any one of a thousand honest trades. 

What is the objection to flogging for common rogues? 
Apparently that it is cruel. But is it actually more cruel 
than locking a healthy man in a small steel cell, perhaps 
three other men, and forcing him for long months 
and even years to perform degrading and unrewarded labor? 
It costs a great deal of money to support him while he is thus 
tortured, and meanwhile his dependents, if he any, can 
starve. Flogging would turn him loose at once, to seek more 
honest labor—and always there would be the threat of an- 
other dose of the cat before him, in case he were tempted to 
resume his old malpractices. Flogging hurts. Weil, why 
shouldn’t it? What is the objection to hurting criminals?

Is King of Rotarians

EW YORK.—[Special Correspondence.J—An event of 
some importance to the drama world hereabouts took 
place this week. The Theater Guild, which 25,000 sub- 
scribers and not a few professional critics admit has 
become America’s premier play-producing organization, pre 
sented the first Eugene O’Neill play 
drama called “Marco Millions.” . 
And there are any number of peo- 
ple who insist that Mr. O'Neil is, 
by a considerable margin, Amer- 
ica’s 


proved a happy one. The play is 
elaborate as to setting and subtle 
as to text. It offers Mr. O’Neill’s 
opinion that young Marco Polo was 
the first go-getter of his time, a 
Venetian Rotarian with personal. 
ity plus and a nerve that could 
move more mountains than most 
men’s faith. 

In Marco the playwright seems_ 
to symbolize the tough-souled brag- 
garts of the world, whether they . 
be men or nations; result-getting, 
beauty-<destroying agencies who 
are materially irresistible and spir- 
itually bankrupt. 

He sends Marco out with his 
travel starred ancestors, his father and his uncle, to the 
court of Kublai Khan as a sort of gift from Pope Gregory. 
Kublai has asked for a hundred wise men versed in knowl- 
edge of the immortal soul as discovered by the Christian 
fathers, and the pope, with a sense of humor and a vast 
optimism, not having a hundred wise men, thinks perhaps 
the Khan can learn enough from a study of Marco to con- 
vince him that western civilization is on the right track. 

Marco sells himself to the Great Khan and confounds 
the wise descendants of Confucius by his crust and his cun- 
ning. He amuses them as a sort of gifted clown, but he 
also unwittingly brin@S tragedy to their court. The lovely 
Princess Kukachin, beloved granddaughter of Kublai, falls 
deeply in love with Polo, and when she cannot arouse more 
response in him than a soulless automaton might express, 
she finds peace in death rather than risk marriage with the 
king of Persia. 

The O’Neill text, which is romantic and poetic, philosoph- 
ical and satirical, calls for a grand lot of scenery and many 
players. The Guild has skillfully cut both orders in two 
and still manages a suggestively heavy and rich production. 
Alfred Lunt plays Marco, first as a 15 year old youth, which 
is not so easy, and then as a self-confirmed but still amaz- 
ingly successful ass of 30, when he is better and great fun. 
Margalo Gillmore is the sad and sweet little princess, 
Baliol Holloway the wise and dignified Khan, and Dudley 
Digges a Cathayan sage. |

OT one rule for speaking or writing English has any 

authority against what Kittredge calls “ The easy lan- 

guage of cultivated men who are neither specialists 

“He who fights custom with grammar 
is a fool,” said Montaigne long before. 

There is no standard except usage. As Ben Jonson said, 
“Custom is the most certain mistress of language, as the 
public stamp makes the currgnt money.” George Campbell 
gives another aspect to this by saying, “ Language is purely 
a of fashion. 

on use and custom. ... The only certain, steady 
standard accessible to all consists in authors of reputation.” 

Lounsbury defines the standard: “ The doctrine that the 
best, and indeed the only proper, usage is the usage of the 
best, and that any rules or injunctions not based upon the 
practice of the best speakers and writers neither require nor 
deserve attention, no matter how loudly they are proclaimed 
nor how generally taught.” | 

Thomas Jefferson advised “Appeal to usage as the 
arbiter of language, and justly consider that as giving law 
to grammar, and not grammar to usage.”

A Technical Treatise. 


Another book of a quite different 
kind is “Key to Musicianship,” DY | the 
Christine Trotin, a New York music 
teacher. It is distributed by E. L. 
Sarter, 811 Steinway hall, New York. 

This is a treatise on some of the 
technical elements of music, a descrip- 
tien and discussion of such matters as 
notation, rhythm, pitch, scales, modes, 
the beginning of harmony, and’ some 
general rules of interpretation. In 
such respects it seems to be entirely 
orthodox and commendably concise. 
In its table of expression marks, how- 
ever, it departs frequently from con- 
ventional spelling, and in its appendix 
ite protest against modern music is 
rather astonishing. 

Tro- 
tin, “seems to be the product of a 
revolt, undertaken by a certain group 
of musicians, against any rule what- 
poever, and refiects the trend of 
thought of the present generation.

“Faust” in English 
Scores Great Hit

EW YORK, Jan. 14.—([Special 
Correspondence.] — Opera in 
English has come into its own. 
The American Opera company’s 

production of “ Faust,” now on view 

in New York and soon to be seen and 
heard in Chicago, not only demon- 
strates that opera can be sung in in- 

telligible Exnglish but also that a 

home grown company can make an 

old opera something new, surprising, 
and exciting. 

Three men are responsible for this. 

They are Viadimir Rosing, director of 

the company, Robert A. Simon, who 

made the English libretto, and Robert 

Edmond Jones, the designer of cos- | 

tumes and scenery. The combined ef- |

The wheel of fortune has made Mr. 
Scotto the “Standard Oil company” 
of grand opera. At the command of 
Benito Mussolini he recently was made 
director general of the Opera Constanzi 
at Rome which will open on Feb. 23 
as the municipal opera of the famed 


capitol of the Seven Hills and which 


henceforth will be known as the Tea- 


tro Reale de l'Opera. For several 


years, through arrangement with the 
government of the Argentine Republic, 
he has been director of the Colon the- 
ater at Buenos Aires, where grand 


opera is conducted on perhaps the most 
lavish scale in the world, and through 


state arrangement he also directs the 


affairs of the Teatro Municipal, Rio 
de Janeiro, and the Teatro Municipal 
at Paulo, Brazil, constituting, 
with new responsibilities in Rome, 
the greatest chain of grand opera 
houses in existence under one man- 
agement. 
* 
Americans Will Sing. 

“When the curtain rises at Con- 

stanzi, although it is essentially Italian 


in spirit, atmosphere and aspirations, 


we will introduce at least four Ameri- 
can artists,” says Mr. Scotto. ‘‘Ameri- 
can music lovers always are agitated 
over the possibilities of American sing- 
ers. I have brought out a number 
in the past and on the eve of this great 
opening it is no secret that four splen- 
did artists of American birth, who haye 
thus far been unheard in the lyric 
drama at home, wil) be given notable 
recognition. Merit alone is responsible 
for this, which is the best answer to 
the question whether America is pro- 
ducing or can produce great opera 
singers. 

“Although Constanzi is technically 
the municipal opera of Rome, it’ will 
be, in fact, a national gesture and no 
one will find recognition there save 
upon the premise of preéminent abil- 


ity. While the announcment of our/ 


artistic personnel cannot be made for 
weeks to come, it is no longer a secret 
that the quartet of splendid young

Chicago music lovers will be inter- 
ested in the fact that Gino Marinuzzi, 
who was artistic director and chief 
conductor of the Chicago Opera seven 
‘years ago, is one of the first conduc- 
tors to be announced for the new Rome 
Opera.. Antonio Guarnieri, Gaetano 
Bavagnoli, Riccardo Zandonai, and 
Igor Stravinski are among the conduc- 
tors whose participation Impresario 
Scotto promises. 

Stravinski will conduct his operas, 
Edipus Rex" and “ Rossignol”; Zan- 
donai his new opera, “ Juliano"; Mulé, 
famed as director of the world cele- 
brated Santa Cecilia conservatory at 
Rome, will.conduct the world premiere 
of his new opera, “ Dafne.” Another 
novelty which will attract world at- 
tention will bé a performance of the 
new opera, “Sly,” by Wolf-Ferrari, 
which recently received its world pre- 
miere at La Scala, Milan.

Because of its practical as well as 
its aesthetic appeal, the French type 
of architecture is rapidly becoming’ 
popular in this country. 

One reason is that the materials 
from which early French houses were 
constructed can all be found in this 
cquntry, and therefore its style is not 
a costly one.

One of the most progressive move- 
ments of the league has been the co- 
eperation with the board of education 
in having the ears of school children 
examined. A prominent otologist of 
the city bas said: “.The movement to 
examine the ears of the pupils-of our 
echools in Chicago, which has been in- 
gugurated by the Chicago League for 
the Hard of Hearing, is too great to 
be appraised at this time. Their other 
departments of endeavor are of great- 
est to the community.” 

Any impairment to the hearing is 
seldom noticed until it has reached 
serious proportions, sometimes too late 
for medical aid. Hente rises the need 
to help these people help themselves, 
chief among these aids being lip read- 
ing. The women active in social ur 
club work and persons of independent 
means need this help chiefly for the 
sake of easing for themselves, their 
families and friends, the daily inter- 
course and social contact. 


When, to the nandicap of deafness, 


there is added the necessity of self- 


support the problem becomes a serious 
one. It is with this class that the 
league mostly concerns itself. Far 
from treating these persons as pa- 
tients, league officers and workers help 
them through the transition stage to 
surety and command of themselves 
which they, of course, lose when deaf- 
fess Comes on. Chronic discouragement

Then back to London and the Horse- 
shoe tavern in the spring of 1906. 
Guerlin had bribed jailers, wooed a 
warden'’s wife, suffered unspeakable 
privations, had starved and fought and 
sickened, and finally had made his 
miraculous way back to Chicago to 
the home of his sister, 125 St. Louis 
avenue. But he grew restive and went 
to Canada, across to England, ant 
back to the tavern. 


WHEN LOVE GROWS COLD 


Here again the stories differ. *He 
says “Chicago May” had never loved 


him and wanted revenge for having}- 


been sent to jail. Others say she had 
risked everything for him and now he 
repudiated her for an Emily Skinner. 
He says she said: ‘I'll send you back 
to Devil’s Island to die like a dog.” 
She says she never said it. 

_ “Chicago May” and a new friend, 
“the man from nowhere,” who was in 
reality a Charles Smith, got him tossed 
into Brixton jail and held for thirteen 
months pending extradition fights. He 
grew suddenly British, swore he had 
been born in Hoxton, England, and 
that the only reason he hadn't tried 


it would have meant that his aged

But four days after his release from 
jail a mysterious man shot at him. 
The bullets merely crippled his foot. 
“Chicago May” was found hiding 
down an alley, and Charles Smith had 
the gun. They were tried. 


TRUE CONFESSIONS 


And once again, on a hot July morn- 
ing in 1907, “Chicago May” stood in 
court, this time in New Baily, and 
heard a judge pronounce sentence on 
her. This time it was for fifteen years 
in prison at Aylesbury, England. But 
she was still able to smile at the 
judge. She served ten of the fifteen 
years and came out, reformed and au-/ 
tobiographical, She began ‘to write 
her confessions. 

But Eddie, too, had written his con- 
fessions. As a note to the prospective 
bridegroom we offer this sentence from 
Guerin’s memoirs: 

*“O, woman, woman! You have much

IS desperate venture in cold 
blood did not, as events turned 
out, prove to be necessary.

| the very night selected for the ar- 
rest the oil for the lamp which was 
the solitary illumination of the room 
gave out. The man and woman 
peered into the street. It was as quiet 
as death. There was not a soul to be 
geen. Francois determined there was 
nothing to fear. He stole silently out 
and was quietly shadowed to a small 
general shop by one detective while 
another maintained the vigil on the 
house. 

This was a few minutes before the 
time that had been fixed for the raid, 
and Melville himself was taking a few 
hours’ rest. He came ere Francois 
had returned from his mission and in- 
gstantly followed up the opportunity. 

As the anarchist emerged from the 
shop detectives flung themselves upon 
him and a fierce struggle began. With 
dynamic fury, and mouthing strange 
French oaths, Francois wrested him- 


self free and drew his revolver. Mel- | 


ville knocked it up just in time and 
exploded harmlessly.

A TRAPPED BEAST 


Overcome, ‘but still defiant, like a 
trapped beast, he was escorted to the 
mearest police station. Melville was 
not among those who accompanied him. 
The inspector—for he had not yet be- 
come a superintendent—=still had work 
to do. There was Madame Francois 
to deal with. 

Back, accompanied by a single col- 
league, he went to the house where 
she was waiting. It was in his mind 
that she would be expecting the re- 
turn of her husband and that so there 
was a chance of taking her by surprise.

| DEPORTED, DISGUSTED | 


This part of the story may well end 
. here. Both Francois and his wife were 
extradited to France—to the consterna- 
tion of others of their kidney who had 
come to look upon England as a safe 
wanctuary for murderers. Francois 
chiefly disgusted because he had 
been afforded no chance.of “ imrortal- 
" himself by some act of assas- 

For.some reason they escaped the 
ecaffold, and instead were sent to penal 
gervitude for life. But that did not 
eoncern Melville. His part of the busi- 
mess had finished when he arrested 
them and handed them over to the 

French police. 
’ There remained Meunier. ‘He ‘was 
@ less slap-dash type of villian than 
Francois, but he had a greater fund 
ef cunning, and he covered his trail 
“with considerable cleverness. As soon 
as one retreat had been discovered he 
would bolt to another. He was as 
suspicious and elusive as a fox and 
he had a resourceful capacity of dis- 


guise. 

Patiently, unhurriedly, Melville kept 
him on the move. Time was on his 
aide. He had a photograph of his 
quarry always before him on his desk 


and he knew that one day they would 
meet.

Time came when Meunier ran short 
funds. He was then living under

“The thirteenth is an unlucky day. 
I was born on the thirteenth and have 


the thirteenth—another piece of bad 
luck. However, on the thirteenth I 
am going to kill Melville and perhaps 
that will balance matters.”’ 

His intentions were postponed, by 
the intervention of Melville, for a mat- 
ter of twenty years, which was the 
sentence imposed upon him by a judge 
at the Old. Bailey. 


FINALE 


As for Meunier: he was sent back to 
France. Murderer though he was, he, 
like Francois, managed to escape the 
scaffold. He was sent to imprisonment 
for life, but one morning while serving 
his sentence he was found strangled 
in his cell. The theory was that, right- 
ly or wrongly, some of his fellow con- 
victs suspected him of being a spy ba 
the employ of the warders. 

Melville, the most threatened man 
of his time, died peacefully in his sub- 
urban bed toward the close of the 
world war,

Is Demolished 


BERDEEN, Scotland.— — 
Slains castle, lashed at its base 
for centuries by roaring waves 
which in their time have kept 

such notables as Samuel Johnson 


awake all night, is being demolished. 
It became too old and spooky for 


any earthly use. The last«items of 


furniture, oak beams, and the like 


| were sold at auction some time ago. 


For centuries Slains castle, built 
sheen on the cliffs jutting above 
Cruden bay, was the seat of the Earls 
of Erroll, lord high constables. of 
Scotland. In 1916 the estate was sold 
to Sir John Ellerman, ship owner, who 
disposed of it in 1923 because of what 


he considered exorbitant taxation, and 
it has been empty ever since. 

The last tenants were Lord and 
Lady Oxford, several summers ago, 
and it was there that Lady Violet Bon- 
ham-Carter, then Miss Violet Asquith, 
had an exciting adventure when she 
became lost among the crags in a 
heavy mist. 


Residents in the neighborhood for 
years have never, gone near the old 
castle at night, especially in winter, 
because of the eery sounds emanating 
from the structure as the North sea 
winds whistled through the floorings 
of its numerous ghostly chambers. 


Dr. Johnson and Boswell were reg- 
ally entertained at the castle on their 
tour of Scotland in 1773 and Johnson 
greatly admired its noble site, but the 
famous writer and lexicographer com- 
plained bitterly that he did not sleep a 
wink at night because of the dreary 
pounding of the waves below his bed- 
room window.

Stony Point. 


Stony Point at its greatest height 
was about 150 feet above the river. 
It was a bold promontory reaching 
out a half mile into the river from the 
ore line, rocky and wooded. Inland 
{ts slopes ran down to a marsh. To 
the east, where there is now a gov- 
ernment lighthouse; was a natural 
stone bastion, which the British had 
fortified. The inland slopes t rd 
the swamps were protected by two 
lines of abattis. On the summit there 
were seven or eight batteries with 
communicating trenches. It was rea- 
sonably regarded’as safe from assault, 
and to the Seventeenth regiment of 
British infantry, under Lieut. Col. 
Henry Johnson, it was known as 


Little Gibraltar. With artillerymen, 
a grenadier company of the Seventy- 
first regiment and some loyal Ameri- 
‘cans, the garrison numbered over 600 
men. 

Washington decided on a night at- 
tack, and he selected Anthony Wayne 
and the light infantry for it. Wayne 
Was a great soldier. He was distinctly 
an assault man. He knew the full 
composition of infantry morale: He 
believed in smart uniforms and smas«t 
soldiers. He knew that a trim soldéer, 
polished, shaved, and powdered, had 
something in him that a ragged solcater 
missed. He knew that the Americans 
put too much reliance cn rifies and 
marksmanship. He ted ‘bayonets. 
That was his greatest emphasis, and 
Washington agreed with him. 

Yon Steuben’s Pupil. 


Von Steuben had taught him the 


proper use of the bayonet, and he was 
a thorough convert. He wrote to the 
secretary of war in 1777: “I ddn't like 
rifles, 
an enemy with a good musket and 
bayonet as with*ammunition without 
a bayonet, for although there are not

yet I am confident that one bayonet 
keeps off another, and for want of 
which the Chief of Defeats we have 
met with ought in a great measure to 
be attributed.

Pork Furnishes 
Fundamental Meat 
for Men of Every 
Fashion 


By Jane Eddington 
NCE upon a time there was a

It is something that “sticks to the 
ribs."’ The process of digestion is slow 
but sure, like the burning of hard coal. 
The old time idea that it was indi- 
gestible merely because it was slowly 
digested has lost its force. It is only 
when pork is wrongly cooked that it 
is indigestible, and any fat may easily 
be rendered indigestible by poor cook- 
ery. The fat of pork can be cooked 
sO as to be appetizing and not the 
least bit coarse or greasy, when one 
chooses to do nice work with it. 
Cuts of Pork. 


No animal seems to yield meat in 
sO great a variety as the pig. The 
differences between different cuts, en- 
hanced by different treatment, is so 
great as to make them seem almost. 
like unrelated meats. This fact is 
especially brought out with the curing 
of the meat, and the cu parts have 
a greater variety of names than most 
people notice.

Pork Soufflé. 

Put through the food chopper 
enough of the pork cooked in the imi- 
tation chicken style to make one cup. 
Strain the liquid in which the pork 
was boiled and take two cups of it 
for a gravy... There ought to be an- 
other cup which one can use with the 
soulfflié that is made. 


Thicken the two cups of liquid with 
four level tablespoons of flour,. mix- 
ing them with two level tablespoons 
of butter, cooking them till smooth; 
then add the liquid and stir and cook 
until it thickens. With care one may 
add a cold liquid to the hot combina- 
tion, but if inexperienced it is best to 
have the liquid hot, or cool the other. 

Add the chopped meat to this cup 
of gravy with salt to taste, if the 
meat was not salted in the first cook- 
ing, as it may have been when it had 


when it is not treated in the right way 
it.is barely edible, and a large num- 
ber of people will redect it in eating 
a chop. In gravy of one sort or 
another, or in a pork pie, one will not 
even recognize it as fat. 

An inexpensive piece of lean fresh 
pork can be cut up and.fried and fur- 
nish seasonings for the excellent cream 
gravy of this sort, and it has-other 
possibilities. 

Fried Spareribs. 

In this dish we also used milk in 
making a gravy. Other nations than 
ours understand how milk with pork 
fat changes it into something dainty 
and quite different from what we ordi- 
narily get in pork dishes. In this case 
use spareribs instead of chops for fry- 


Make them immaculate, cut the 
bones apart—about four inch bones are 
best—roll them in seasoned flour, put 
them into a hot frying pan in which

Frying a Pork Chop. 

First we recommend that you buy 
your chops from a butcher who knows 
how to cut them; otherwise get 4a. 
board amd cleaver and learn to cut 
them yourself, buying a block of loin. 
A careless butcher will give you one 
chop thick and one much thinner, 
sometimes a whole third thinner, 
which makes the cooking difficult. At 


any rate, pork chops need trimming 
at home in order to remove weath- 
ered edges of bone in particular, as 
well as to take off fat that has been 
handled and is far from immaculate. 


A little of this fat, tried out, is best 
to have in the pan when frying the 
chops, but butter can be used. One 
tablespoon of fat is enough for oe 
chops. Have it genuinely hot in the 
pan when the meat is put in, after 
which immediately lower the fire 80

For days American scouts had been 
preventing communication between the 
countryside and the Stony Point garri- 
son, intercepting farm supplies and 
cutting off opportunities for gaining 
intelligence. The march passed south- 
west of Donderberg mountain, and at 
8 o’clock at night the corps was at the 
farm of David Springsteel, a mile and 
a half from Stony Point. There the 


men got their orders. 


There were to be two main assault- 
ing columns, and in them no musket 
was to be loaded. If a man attempted 
to load a musket or fired one, the offi- 
cer nearest to him was to kill him in- 
stantly. If a man faltered or made a 


step, the nearest officer must 
kill him.

A couple of these chairs might. be 
trimmed with heavy wool tassel fringe 
while the third one could be adorned 
with fancy antique finished large brass 
headed nails, and each chair uphol-

chair could be included to match one 
of the three chairs, which might be 
used for a cabinet desk when needed. 
In like manner the dining room must, 
of necessity, be furnished in equally 
characteristic style. more color 
is desired here e draperies should 
be of a patterned hand 
blocked linen in a bold design, pos- 
sibly of Jacobean inspiration. Red and 
gold brocatelle, green and gold antique 
damask, plain tapestry, mohair, or any 
other fabric of similar character and 
texture suitable to the style of the 
furniture may be chosen for the chairs. 
The floor, whether covered in tiled 
linoleum, genuine tile, or in wood, may 
boast several small or one large Span- 
ish or Oriental rug of suitable pattern 
and coloring. 
The wrought tron wall sconces and 
the suspended central ceiling fixture 
should be fitted out with amber col- 
ored frosted bulbs to mellow the gen- 
eral tone of the room. Suitable buffet, 
serving table and between meal scarfs 
may be of brocade, velvet, damask, etc. 
_ Massiveness and ornate carving are 
teristic of the bedroom furniture 
Spanish style. ‘Therefore, let the 
selection of fabrics here be confined to 
those of proper color and texture. For 
a sumptuous effect damask lends itself 
best for both the draperies and the 
spread. If a less elaborate treatment 
is desired, let the harid blockéd and 
printed fabrics of bold design and gay 
colorings substitute.

EDDIE ENTERS 


In the spring of 1901, in the Horse- 
shoe tavern—a rendezvous for crooks 
and adventurers and Bohemians—-situ- 
ated in Tottenham Court row, she met 
Eddie Guerin. 


Eddie, member of a respectable Chi- 
cago family, had left this city when he 
thought he had killed a detective in a 
quarrel over a woman. In 1882 he 
robbed the Mechanics’ bank at Gales- 
burg, and escaped. Next he turned up 
in Pittsburgh, where he robbed a ticket 
office and was sentenced to the Alle- 
gheny City Western penitentiary. He 
escaped and went over to London. In 
May, 1889, he went down to Lyons, 
dressed up in a frock coat and fawn 
celored gloves, robbed the. bank, and 
was sentenced io ten years at hard 
labor in the Auvergne mountains. 
Then back to Chicago, to work on 
the west side at his trade of a tailor. 
just about the time “Chicago May” 
was leaving the city. But the two 
never met until that night in the 
Horseshoe tavern. Let Eddie Guerin 
tell it in his own words:

Francois determined there was 
nothing to fear, He stole silently out 
and was quietly shadowed to a small 
general shop by one detective while 
another mainmeined the vigil on the 
house, 


This was a few minutes before the 
time that had been fixed for the raid. 
and Melville himself was taking a few 
hours’ rest. He came ere Francois 
had returned from his mission and in- 
stantly followed up the opportunity. 

As the anarchist emerged from the 
shop detectives flung themselves upon 
him and a fierce struggle began. With 
dynamic fury, and mouthing strange 
French oaths, Francois wrested him- 
self free and drew his revolver. Mel- 
ville knocked it up just in time and 
it exploded harmlessly. 


Again the beset man fired with dead- 


ly purpose, and this time the bullet | 


whistled among the detectives. Some- 
one twisted the weapon from his hand 
and in a twisted, snarling heap they 
struggled on the ground till numbers 
told and a pair of handcuffs were 
forced upon his wrists. 


A TRAPPED BEAST 


Overcome, but still defiant, like a 
trapped beast, he was escorted to the 
nearest police station. Melville was 
not among those who accompanied him. 
The inspector—for he had not yet be- 
come a superintendeat—stil! had work 
to do. There was Madame Francois 
to deal with.

But that did not 
concern Melville. His part of the busi- 
ness had finished when he arrested 
them and handed them over to the

There remained Meunier. He was 
a less slap-dash type of villian than 
Francois, but he had a greater fund 
of cunning, and he covered his trail 
with considerable cleverness. As soon 
as one retreat had been discovered he 
would bolt to another. He was as 
suspicious and elusive as a fox and 
he had a resourceful capacity of dis- 


guise. 

Patiently, unhurriedly, Melville kept 
him on the move.

they toppled to the ground, the anar- 


chist underneath, fighting like a mad 
dog. Amazed passengers gathered 
round while the two men writhed and 
twisted for mastery. 

Strong man though Melville was, he 
had all he could do to retain his grip. 
As the other found he could not loosen 
it he strove with all his strength to 
drag his captor under the wheels of 
the train, which was on the verge 
of starting. 

At that moment Mrs. Melville ap- 
pealed to the crowd for help. Even 
against the dozen men who immedi- 
ately responded Meunier struggled des- 


perately. He was overpowered, and 

Melville got him to a cab. 

The detective seated himself oppo- 
site his prisoner and placed one hand 
on his. knee. 

* Look here, Meunier,”’ he said. “ We 
have had our “fight and you have lost. 
Suppose you make the best of it, 

“Who are you?” asked the other.

On. the ninth of that month Melvitie 
arrested two Italians, named Polti and 
Farnara, who were engaged in mant: 
facturing bombs with which they pro- 
posed to blow up the London stock ex 
change. On Polti was found a dairy 
in which he had written: 

“The thirteenth is an unlucky day. 
I was born on the thirteenth and havs 
ever been unlucky. I was married on 
the thirteenth—another piece of bad 
luck. However, on the thirteenth I 
am going to kill Melville and perhaps 
that will balance matters.” | 

His intentions were postponed, by 
the intervention of Melville, for a mat- 
ter of twenty years, which was the 
sentence imposed upon him by a judge 
at the Old Bailey. 


FINALE 


As for Meuriler: he was sent back te 
France. Murderer*though he was, he 
like Francois, managed to escape the 
scaffold. He was sent to imprisonment 
for life, but one morning while serving 
his sentence he was found strangled 
in-his cell. The theory was that, right- 
ly or wrongly, some of his fellow eam 
victs suspécted him of being a spy * 
the employ of the warders. — 
Melville, the most threatened mat 
of his time, died peacefully tn his sul 
urban bed toward the.close of 
world war,

‘take advantage of—so much the better. 


_ Now that your reduced diet is shaking 


the fat loose, you need exercise to 
strengthen the flabby muscles, and to 
stimulate the blood so that it can wash 
out the tissues. Exercise helps break 
down the fat. So that you really need 
now, at the very least, ten minutes 
workout morning and night. It is 
better to take it in two ten minute 
sessions than one twenty. If there is 
great overweight, your doctor should 
be consulted. He may advise against 
exercise “until the heart has been re- 
lieved of its fat burden. ; 

1. Here is that good old timer—keep- 
ing the knees straight and touching 
the toes with the finger tips. Begin 
with the hands raised over the head. 

2. Same exercise, practically. But 
touch the left toes with the right hand 
and the right toes with the left hand. 
Feet wide apart. Begin movement 
with the arms spread full length from 
the shoulders; not overhead. 


8. Spread the feet wide. Hands 
clasped overhead, swing like a wood- 
chopper down between the legs and 
bring the clasped hands back oyer the 
head, going back as far as you can 
comfortably.

In various ways wrought iron plays 
an important part in achieving some 
of the decorative and characteristic 
charm of the modern Spanish home. 
For the side lights or wall sconces 
there are many suitable styles from 
which to make a choice. Then there 
are many styles of appropriate wrought 
iron drapery poles which can add so 
much to the distinction of a Spanish 
interior. For the arched in-swinging 
Spanish window or the arched doorway 
between rooms there is a new treat- 
ment being used in the form of wrought 
iron swinging curtain cranes. They 
are proving a wonderful boon to the 
perplexed home decorator who is so 
often at a loss to know just how to 
treat the in-swinging arched casement 
window and archways. 

There are also separate table and 
floor lamps, as well as candle hold- 
ers of various types to be considered. 
Some of these should be of wrought 
iron, while others should be of pot- 
tery of suitable contour, design and 
color, with parchment shades to cor- 
respond.

If 
the room ig not extremely large, it is 
always wisest to select a less elabo- 
rate or sumptuous style of Spanish 
furniture than that which one would 
choose for the room of large dimen- 
sions. However, in either case color 
must be introduced in characteristic 
style and to be typically Spanish 
must consist of bright reds, yellows 
and greens.

In selecting the furniture and in its 
placement, care must be exercised in 
order to achieve a certain amount of 
austerity and dignity which is charac- 
teristic of the Spanish interior. Much 
of this feeling can be relieved, how- 
ever, by the use of colorful wall hang- 
ings, warm toned wall tapestries, and 
rugs, colorful draperies and upholsterv 
fabrics. Often hanging wall-pockets 
for trailing ivy add a softening touch 
to the severity of the rough plastered 
interior of a Spanish dwelling. Small 
niches and recessed book shelves, 
gayly colored, contribute their share to 


the decorative scheme, with their col-/| 


orful books and ornaments of various 
kinds. 


The massive and elaborately carved 
construction and the sumptuousness of 


the upholstery of much of the Spanish 


furniture necessitates economy of use. 
For the average sized living room of 
modern Spanish adaptation, the follow- 
ing pieces of “‘ period” style furniture 
will probably suffice for both comfort 
and a homelike attractiveness. An over- 
stuffed davenport, upholstered in either 
a linen frisé, linen, ramie, or cotton 
velour or mohair, preferably in red, is 
the essential] piece of furniture. Next, 
there should be two or three carved 
armh chairs of different designs, uphol- 
stered in silk or cotton velour, “cut” 
or brocaded velvet, or a small geomet- 
rically patterned linen frisé. 

A couple of these chairs might be 
trimmed with heavy wool tassel fringe 
while the third one could be adorned 
with fancy antique finished large brass 
headed nails, and each chair uphol-

In like manner the dining room must, 
of necessity, be furnished in equally 
characteristic style. If more color 
is desired here the draperies should, 


blocked linen in a bold design, pos- 
sibly of Jacobean inspiration. Red and 
gold brocatelle, green and gold antique 
damask, plain tapestry, mohair, or any 
other fabric of similar character and 
texture suitable to the style of the 
furniture may be chosen for the chairs. 
The floor, whether covered in tiled 
linoleum, genuine tile, or in wood, may 
boast several small.or one large Span- 
ish or Oriental rug of suitable pattern 
and coloring. | 

The wrought iron wall sconces and 
the suspended centra] ceiling fixture 
should be fitted out with amber col- 
ored frosted bulbs to mellow the gen- 
eral tone of the room. Suitable buffet, 
serving table and between meal scarfs 
may be of brocade, velvet, damask, etc. 

Massiveness and ornate carving are 
characteristic of the bedroom furniture 
of Spanish style. Therefore, let the 
selection of fabrics here be confined to 
those of proper color and texture. For 
a sumptuous effect damask lends itself 
best for both the draperies and the 
spread. If a less elaborate treatment 
is desired, let the hand blocked and 
printed fabrics of bold design and gay 
colorings substitute.

We wouldn't recommend it for a 
longer period be@ause the weight loss 
would be too quick, and there aren't 
enough of the food elements needed 
to maintain health.

In various ways wrought iron plays 
an important part in achieving some 
of the decorative and characteristic 
charm of the modern Spanish home. 
For the side lights or wall sconces 
there are many suitable styles from 
which to make a choice. Then there 
are many styles of appropriate wrought 
iron drapery poles which can add so 
much to the distinction of a Spanish 
interior. For the arched in-swinging 
Spanish window or the arched doorway 
between rooms there is a new treat- 
ment being used in the form of wrought 
iron swinging curtain cranes. They 
are proving a wonderful boon to the 
perplexed home decorator who is so 
often at a loss to know just how to 
treat the in-swinging arched casement 
window and archways. 

There are also separate table and 
floor lamps, as -well as candle hold- 
ers of various types to be considered. 


Some of these should be of wrought 


iron, while others should be of pot- 
tery of suitable contour, design and 
color, with parchment shades to cor- 
respond.

Last, but not least, comes the se 
lection of furniture which may be of 
authentic or adapted reproduction. It 
should be chosen carefully, and should 
consist only of those pieces which are 
both useful as well as decoratve. If 
the room is not extremely large, it is 
always wisest to select a less elabo- 


rate or sumptuous style of Spanish\ 


furniture than that which one would 
chose for the room of large dimen- 
sions. However, in either case color 
must be introduced in characteristic 
style and to be typically Spanish 
must consist of bright reds, yellows 
and greens. These can be worked 


out in the draperies, wall hangings, 


rugs and upholstery and if carefully 
done will be capable of producing a 
room of unusual] charm.

In selecting the furniture and in its 
placement, care must -be exercised in 
order to achieve a certain amount of 
austerity and dignity which is charac- 
teristic of the Spanish interior. Much 
of this feeling can be relieved, how- 
ever, by the use of colorful wall hang- 
ings, warm toned wall tapestries, and 
rugs, colorful draperies and upholsterv 


fabrics. Often hanging wall-pockets/ 


for trailing ivy add a softening touch 
to the severity of the rough plastered 
interior of a Spanish dwelling. Small 
niches and recessed book shelves, 
gayly colored, contribute their share to 
the decorative scheme, with their col- 
orful books and ornaments of various 
kinds. 


The massive and elaborately carved 
construction and the sumptuousness of 
the upholstery of much of the Spanish 
furniture necessitates economy of use. 
For the average sized Hving room of 
modern Spanish adaptation, the follow- 
ing pieces of ‘“ period” style furniture 
will probably suffice for poth comfort 
and a homelike attractiveness. An over- 
stuffed davenport, upholstered in either 
a linen frisé, linen, ramie, or cotton 
velour or mohair, preferably in red, is 
the essential piece of furniture. Next, 
there should be two or three carved 
farm chairs of different designs, uphol- 
stered in silk or cotton velour, “cut” 
or brecaded velvet, or a small geomet- 
rically patterned linen frisé. 

A couple of these chairs might be 
trimmed with heavy wool tassel fringe 
while the third one could be adorned 


headed nails, and each chair uphol- 

atered in a different fabric. A side 

chair could be included to match one 

of the three chairs, which might be 

used for a cabinet desk when needed. 

In like manner the dining room must, 
of n ty, be furnished in equally 
characteristic style. If more color 
is desired here the draperies should 
be of a colorfully patterned hand 
blocked linen in a bold design, pos- 
sibly of Jacobean inspiration. Red and 
gold brocatelle, green and gold antique 
damask, plain tapestry, mohair, or any 
other fabric of similar character and 
texture suitable to the style of the 
furniture may be chosen for the chairs. 
The floor, whether covered in tiled 
linoleum, genuine tile, or in wood, may 
boast several small or one large Span- 
ish or Oriental rug of suitable pattern 
and coloring. | 

The wrought iron wall sconces and 
the suspended central ceiling fixture 
should be fitted out with amber col- 
ored frosted bulbs to mellow the gen- 
eral tone of the room. . Suitable buffet, 
serving table and between meal scarfs 
may be of brocade, velvet, damask, etc. 


Massiveness and ornate carving are 
characteristic of the bedroom furniture 
of Spanish style. Therefore, let the 
selection of fabrics here be confined to 
those of proper color and texture. For 
a sumptuous effect damask ele itself 
best for both the draperies and the 
spread. If a less elaborate treatment 
is desired, let the hand blocked and 
printed fabrics of bold design and gay 
colorings substitute.

My 
name is Manfred von Richthofen, second lieu- 
tenant of the First regiment of uhlans.”

‘ With the new year he was appointed ordnance 
r of an infantry brigade, but the endless in- 

spections and unending paper work brought to him 

th» deeper realization that war was by no means 

what he thought it was going to be, and with this 

growing disappointment came disgust. 

Toward the first of May he received instructions 
to prepare himself for another duty in the service 
of supply still farther back from the front lines. 
‘Strong as army discipline was in him, he exploded, 
and the day after that the commanding general of 
his divigion received one of the shocks of his life 
when he ‘ead the following unmilitary communica- 
tion from the restless Uhlan: - 

“My Dear Excellency: I have not gone to war 
in order to collect cheese and eggs, but for another 

urpose.” 
The rest of the letter was an official application 
for his transfer to the flying service. His uncivil 
letter gained his end. At the end of May, 1915, he 
was transferred to the flying service and sent to 
Cologne for training. 

It was upon his cavalry training, if not experience, 
that he depended to fit himself for an aenal ob- 
server. But his cavalry training failed him the 
morning in June, 1915, when he went up into the air 
for the first time. His sense of direction left him, 
and in his new world of three dimensions he was 
completely lost.
